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Senate poised to vote 
to keep government 
tunning into 2019

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

Senate prepared to vote 
Wednesday to avert a 
federal shutdown and 
keep the government 
funded into February after 
President Donald Trump 
backed off his demand for 
money for a border wall 
with Mexico. 

Senate Majority Leader 
Mitch McConnell, R-Ky., 


said the short-term spend¬ 
ing measure was a "sim¬ 
ple" bill that would show 
Republicans, who control 
Congress now, will finish 
the year by not prolonging 
a potential crisis. It would 
provide money to keep 
the government running to 
Feb. 8. 

"Republicans will continue 
to fill our duty to govern," 
McConnell said.

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Ryan uses la re we II address to assail politics of'outrage 1

WASHINGTON (AP) — Re¬ 
tiring House Speaker Paul 
Ryan decried the outrage 
and bitterness that he said 
now color American poli¬ 
tics in a farewell speech 
thatalso acknowledged his 
inability to achieve two top 
goals: controlling surging 
federal debt and reining in 
Medicare and other mam¬ 
moth benefit programs 
"Ourcomplex problems a re 
absolutely solvable," Ryan 
said at the Ubrary of Con¬ 
gress, a cross the street from 
the U.S. Capitol, where he's 
ending two decades in the 
House. 'That is to say our 
problemsare solvable if our 
politics will allow it." 

The Wisconsin Republican's 
half-hour address, which 
touted achievements and 
adm its shortcomings, came 
as he ends his three-year 
run as speaker. Despite 
GOP control of the White 
House and Congress the 
past two years, it's been a 
remarkably tumultuous pe¬ 
riod dominated by the er¬ 
ratic decision-making and 
verbal outbursts of Presi¬ 
dent Donald Trump and 
Republican divisions over 
top issues like health care 
and immigration. 
Underscoring the chaos 
Ryan was leaving behind, 
Congress was spending its 
waning hours before ad¬ 
journment trying to prevent 
a partial government shut¬ 
down as Trump clashed 
with Democrats over his 
desire for taxpayer money 
to build a border wall with 
Mexico. 

Ryan's departure comes 
six weeks after an Election 
Day that saw Democrats 
capture House control. 
Their triumph followed a 
campaign in which they 
pummeled Republicans 
for trying to repeal and 
replace former President 
Barack Obama's popular

health care law, a primary 
GOP priority. 

Ryan never explicitly men¬ 
tioned Trump in his remarks. 
But he bemoaned the di¬ 
visiveness that has been a 
hallmark of Trump's relent¬ 
less, bitter denunciations 
of his political opponents, 
often on Twitter. 

"All of this gets amplified by 
technology, with an incen¬ 
tive structure that preys on 
people's fears, and algo¬ 
rithms that play on anger," 
he said. 'Outrage has be¬ 
come a brand." 

He said the combativeness 
"pulls on the threads of our 
common humanity in what 
could be our unraveling," 
and he conceded that he 
didn't know how to fix the 
problem. 

Under Ryan, Congress ap¬ 
proved the biggest tax cuts 
in decades, boosted de¬ 


fense spending and rolled 
back Obama regulations 
protecting clean air and 
water. But its attempt to 
scuttle Obama's health 
care statute crashed, an¬ 
nual federal deficits are 
surging and big-ticket en¬ 
titlement programs are still 
unchecked. 

'We have taken on some of 
the biggest challenges of 
ourtime, and we've made 
a great and lasting differ¬ 
ence in the trajectory of 
this country," he said, laud¬ 
ing Republicans for trying 
to tackle intractable issues 
like health care and immi¬ 
gration. 

Thanks partly to the 10-year, 
$1.5 trillion tax cut Republi- 
cansenacted last year, the 
nonpartisan Congressional 
Budget Office estimates a 
record $12.4 trillion in ac¬ 
cumulated federal debt for 


the coming decade. 

"I acknowledge plainly 
that my ambitions for en¬ 
titlement reform have out¬ 
paced the political real¬ 
ity, and I consider this our 
greatest unfinished busi¬ 
ness," he said. 

While the House-passed 
health care bill would have 
culled savings from Med¬ 
icaid and other programs, 
the effort died in the GOP- 
run Senate, killed by solid 
Democratic opposition 
and a handful of Republi¬ 
can opponents. 

Ryan was elected to Con¬ 
gress in 1998 and became 
a leaderof Republicanstry- 
ing to shrink government. 
As House Budget Commit¬ 
tee chairman, he wrote 
spending plans that envi¬ 
sioned squeezing savings 
from popular benefit pro¬ 
grams like Medicare and 
eliminating deficits — cuts 
Congress never actually 
enacted. 

He was Mitt Romney's 
vice presidential running 
mate in 2012 and became 
speaker in 2015 after con¬ 
servative unrest prompted 
the abrupt resignation of his 
predecessor, John Boeh- 
ner, R-Ohio. Ryan, 48, an¬ 
nounced last April that he 
would not seek House re- 
election, saying he needed 
more family time. 

On immigration, Ryan said 
no matter how the border 
wall battle is resolved, 'The 
system will still be in need of 
serious reform. And no less 
than our full potential as a 
nation here is at stake." 

In a departure from Trump's 
frequent anti-immigrant 
rhetoric, Ryan said a fix 
should include not just bor¬ 
der security but also help 
for immigrants in the U.S. 
illegally to stay "and be a 
part of our American fab¬ 
ric." He said that should in¬ 
clude 'the undocumented 
population," a group esti¬ 
mated at around 11 million 


people — far more than 
were in play this year in a 
failed attempt by Trump 
and Congress to address 
the issue. 

Ryan waslong a quietforce 
forbroad immigration over¬ 
hauls that conservatives 
opposed as going too far 
in offering citizenship to im¬ 
migrants in the U.S. illegally. 
Asspeaker, he couldn't uni¬ 
fy Republicans behind one 
approach. 

Resolving the problem 
would take "some of the 
venom out of our dis¬ 
course," he said. 

On foreign policy, Ryan 
called for "committing to 
the pillars of international 
relations," a contrast with 
Trump's pillorying of NATO 
and withdrawal from some 
organizations America 
must lead "not with blus¬ 
ter but with steady, princi¬ 
pled action," he said.Ryan 
barely discussed lastyearis 
GOP tax cut bill, which he 
considers perhaps his most 
significant accomplish¬ 
ment. He cited that bill's tax 
breaks for investors in low- 
income communities and 
cautioned Republicans not 
to let efforts to ease pov¬ 
erty "drift from your con¬ 
sciousness." 

The president of the Club 
for Growth, a conserva¬ 
tive group that hasclashed 
with GOP congressional 
leaders it considers too 
cautious, faulted Ryan for 
not pushing hard enough 
to cut benefit programs 
"It wasn't just the political 
reality. It was the failure of 
his leadership asthe speak- 
erto force that to be an is¬ 
sue,"said David McIntosh. 
Defenders said Ryan led a 
House GOP that's bitterly di¬ 
vided between hand-right 
conservatives and more 
pragmatic lawmakers 
"He unified a very frac¬ 
tious majority and kept it 
functioning," said Rep. Tom 
Cole, R-Okla.Q

With the Senate on track 
to approve the measure, 
it would next go to the 
House, where lawmak¬ 
ers were returning to ses¬ 
sion late Wednesday eve¬ 
ning. Votes were uncertain 
there, but approval was 
expected before Friday's 
deadline, when federal 
funding fora portion of the 
government expires. Dem¬ 
ocratic Leader Nancy Pe- 
losi signaled support. 

"The swift pace in Congress 
came after Trump moved 
off his demand. Trump has 
not said that he would sign 
such a temporary measure, 
but White House counsel¬ 
or Kellyanne Conway on 
Wednesday said "he'll take 
a look at that certainly." 

On Twitter, Trump ap¬ 
peared to respond to criti¬ 
cism that he was retreating. 
He insisted that "one way or 
the other, we will win on the 
Wall!"Should the legislation 
become law, the border 
money fight would drag 
into the next Congress, 
which could prove even 
more difficult for Trump with 
a Democratic-led House. 
Pelosi, who is poised to be¬ 
come House speaker, will 
probably be able to quick¬ 
ly win approval of a longer- 
term measure to keep gov¬ 
ernment running in 2019. 
"Democrats will be ready 
to fully, responsibly fund our 
government in January," 
Pelosi said in a statement. 
Democratic Rep. Nita Low- 
ey of New York, who will 
take overasAppropriations 
Committee chairwoman, 
said she was disappointed 
that Trump and the Repub¬ 
lican Congress "couldn't 
even complete their final 
task of funding the govern¬ 
ment" and instead chose 


to "kick the can down the 
road fora third time." 
McConnell, on the other 
hand, lashed out at Dem¬ 
ocrats for failing to give 
Trump any of the $5 billion 
thathe wanted forthe wall. 
'This seems to be the real¬ 
ity of our political moment," 
McConnell said. "It seems 
like political spite for the 
president may be winning 
outoversensible policy." 
Senate Minority leader 
Chuck Schumer of New 
York said Democrats op¬ 
pose Trump's border de¬ 
mands because the wall is 
"inefficient" and because 
Trump, as a candidate, 
promised that Mexico 
would pay for it, which 
Mexico has refused to do. 
'We want smart, effective 
border security," Schumer 
said. 'That's not a wall." 
More than 800,000 gov¬ 
ernment workers are fac¬ 
ing the prospect of being 
furloughed or sent to work 
without pay beginning at 
midnight Friday, disrupting 
government operations 
days before Christmas 
Congress often approves 
pay forsuch affected work¬ 
ers retroactively, even if 
they were ordered to stay 
home. 

Just last week, at a tele¬ 
vised meeting at the White 
House,Trump said he would 
be "proud" to shut the gov¬ 
ernment down over the 
wall. But the White House 
showed its willingness to 
budge as it became ap¬ 
parent the president did 
not have support in Con¬ 
gress for paying forthe wall 
at the $5 billion level. 

The White House press sec¬ 
retary, Sarah Hue ka bee 
Sanders, indicated that 
Trump did not want to shut 
down the government a nd 
said the administration was 


looking at ways to find the 
money elsewhere. 

The stopgap measure 
would approve govern¬ 
ment funding at existing 
levels for the next several 
weeks, without a boost for 
the border. Itwould include 
a temporary extension of a 
national flood insurance 
program, the Violence 
Against Women Act and 
other measures. 

At issue in the standoff is 
money for nine of 15 Cab¬ 
inet-level departments and 
dozensof agencies, includ¬ 
ing the departments of 
Homeland Security, Trans¬ 
portation, Interior, Agricul¬ 
ture, State and Justice, as 
well as national parks and 
forest&Q

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Obama health law sign-ups beat forecast despite headwinds

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

Affordable Cane Act has 
yet again beaten predic¬ 
tions of its downfall, as gov¬ 
ernment figures released 
Wednesday showed unex¬ 
pectedly solid sign-ups for 
health coverage next year, 
the Centers for Medicare 
and Medicaid Services 
said nearly 8.5 million peo¬ 
ple had enrolled as of last 
Saturday's deadline, with 
about a dozen states, in¬ 
cluding California and New 
York, still left to report. The 
preliminary number was 
down about 4 percent, 
when a much bigger loss 
had been expected. 
Different factors combined 
to make for an unpredict¬ 
able sign-up season this 


year for former President 
Barack Obama's health 
care law, commonly re¬ 
ferred to as'Obamacare." 
On the plus side, premiums 


stabilized and consumers 
had more coverage choic¬ 
es. 

On the negative side, pre¬ 
miums for Obamacare's 


comprehensive coverage 
remained unaffordable for 
many people who don't 
qualify for financial help. 
Also, Congress repealed 
a requirement for Ameri¬ 
cans to get health insur¬ 
ance, and President Don¬ 
ald Trump's administration 
sharply scaled backadver- 
tising and opened the way 
for competition from lower- 
cost insurance that covers 
less. 

Ihen last Friday, a Repub¬ 
lican-appointed federal 
judge in Texas declared 
the whole law unconstitu¬ 
tional on the eve of the en¬ 
rollment deadline. Obam- 
acare supporters are plan¬ 
ning to appeal. 

Experts said the new num- 
bersshow staying powerfor 
the health law, even with its 
continuing political prob¬ 
lems and premiums that 
remain too high for many 
middle-c lass consumers. 
"Despite everything that 
has been thrown at this 
market, politically, with pre¬ 
mium increases and also 
regulation changes, there 
is still a core group of Amer¬ 
icans who want this insur¬ 
ance and buy this insur¬ 
ance every year," said Chris 
Sloan of the consulting firm 
Ava lere Hea Ith. 'They a re a 
hardy group of people." 

But the number of new 
customers — the key to 
growing the Obamacare 
market — remained down 
by about 15 percent when 
compared to last year. 
Wednesday's figures are 
for the 39 states using the 
HealthCare.gov website. 
Not included yet a re totals 
from about a dozen states 
running theirown insurance 
marketplaces Also to be 
added in later are Health- 
Care.gov customers who 
signed up close to dead¬ 
line orwho left phone num- 
bersfora callback. 

In a twist,Trump administra¬ 
tion officiaIs said the enroll¬ 


ment numbers rebut charg¬ 
es of "sabotage" coming 
from Democrats. 

Trump has repeatedly 
called the health law a 
"disaster and last year led 
an unsuccessful drive to re¬ 
peal it. 

Nonetheless, CMS Admin¬ 
istrator See ma Verrna said 
that the administration 
has taken strong steps to 
run a smooth and efficient 
sign-up process and that 
Wednesday's numbers are 
"another sign that the ad¬ 
ministration's efforts are 
working." Forexample, Ver- 
ma said HealthCare.gov 
was down for less than an 
hour this open enrollment 
season. 

After the Republican-led 
Congress repealed Obam¬ 
acare's unpopular fines for 
people who go without 
health insurance, many 
experts predicted it would 
lead to a drop in enroll¬ 
ment. But Verma said that 
doesn't seem to have hap¬ 
pened. 

She said the main reason 
enrollment has continued 
to gradually erode year 
over year is because pre- 
miumsare still unaffordable 
forpeople who don'tquali- 
fy for help. 

Nearly 11.8 million people 
signed up during last year's 
open enrollment season, 
counting consumers in all 
50 states. It's possible that 
numbercould be matched 
again, after totals from re¬ 
maining statesare added. 
The health law provides 
subsidized private insur¬ 
ance forpeople who don't 
have coverage through 
their jobs It a Iso givesstates 
the option to expand their 
Medicaid programs to 
cover more low-income 
adults. Since it passed in 
2010, about 20 million peo¬ 
ple have gained cover¬ 
age, keeping the nation's 
uninsured rate under 10 
percentO

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 

federal judge on Wednes¬ 
day blocked Trump ad¬ 
ministration policies that 
prevented immigrants who 
suffered gang violence 
or domestic abuse in their 
home countries from seek¬ 
ing asylum. 

U.S. District Court Judge 
Emmet Sullivan declared 
that some of the guidance 
that then-Attomey Gen¬ 
eral J eff Sessions issued this 
year cannot be used to 
determine whether an im¬ 
migrant has a credible fear 
of persecution or torture in 
their home countries, the 
first step to making an asy¬ 
lum claim in the U.S. 

Ihe judge said the admin¬ 
istration's policy on asylum 
seekers violates federal im¬ 
migration law and that "it is 
the will of Congress -- not 
the whims of the executive" 
that sets the standards for 
expedited removal. 

It was yet another legal 
blow for President Donald 
Trump's efforts to harden 
immigration policies with¬ 
out Congress changing 
laws. Another case in¬ 
volving whether migrants 
can claim asylum if they 
crossed the border illegally 
was in court Wednesday 
in San Francisco. A judge 
has temporarily stopped 
that November policy 
change, and Wednesday's 
proceedings were to de¬ 
termine whether that stay 
should be continued. The 
administration has asked 
the Supreme Court to allow 
that asylum policy to go 
forward. 

Responding to Sullivan's rul¬ 
ing, a Justice Department 
spokesman, Steven Staf¬ 
ford, said Sessions' guid¬ 


ance had followed the 
requirements for asylum un- 
derU.S. law. 

'We are reviewing our op¬ 
tions with regard to this rul¬ 
ing, and we will continue 
to restore the rule of law in 
ourimmigration system," he 
said. 

Trump administration offi- 
ciaIssaythe asylum process 
is being exploited by immi- 
grantswho are counting on 
passing the initial credible- 
fear screening and being 
released into the country. 
Only about 9 percent of all 
people who initially claim 
asylum are granted it, and 
tens of thousands of fami¬ 
lies from Central America 
are coming to the U.S. ev¬ 
ery month. 

Ihe immigration policy 
change had an immediate 
impact. 

Immigration lawyers say 
people whom they ex¬ 
pected would pass credi¬ 
ble-fear screenings began 
to fail them, and lawyers 
say immigration judges are 
signing off on more denials 
during appeals, effectively 
ending what could have 
been a yearslong asylum 
processbefore it began. 
But Trump officials also 
say the number of people 
claiming credible fear has 
risen dramatically. 

Asylum can be granted to 
people who were perse¬ 
cuted in their home coun¬ 
try orcould be persecuted 
if forced to return. Thou¬ 
sands of people seek asy¬ 
lum each month at U.S. 
Customs and Border Pro¬ 
tection stations along the 
southwest bonder. 

The American Civil Liberties 
Union sued the government 
over the June 11 change 


on behalf of 12 parentsand 
children who were wrongly 
found not to have a cred¬ 
ible fear of return. Sullivan's 
ruling impacts thousands 
of cases where immigrants 
are in expedited removal 
proceedings. 

Among the plaintiffs was a 
woman identified only by 
a pseudonym, Grace. The 
ACLU said Grace's partner 
beat her and her children, 
and sexually assaulted her 
and her daughter. Once, 
the ACLU says, her daugh¬ 
ter suffered a miscarriage 
after he attacked her. "The 
lawsuit says police did not 
act when she contacted 


them. The lawsuit says 
Grace was found not to 
have a credible fearof per¬ 
secution. 

The judge also ordered the 
government to return any 
of the plaintiffs who may 
have been deported back 
to the U.S., and preventfur- 
therdeportations 
'This ruling is a defeat for 
the Trump administration's 
all-out assault on the rights 
of asylum seekers. The gov¬ 
ernment's attempt to oblit¬ 
erate asylum protections is 
unlawful and inconsistent 
with our country's long¬ 
standing commitment to 
provide protection to im¬ 


migrants fleeing for their 
lives," said Jennifer Chang 
Newell, managing attorney 
of the ACLU's Immigrants' 
Rights Project, who argued 
the case. 

The judge who issued the 
ruling attracted attention 
on day eariierfor his public 
excoriation of formerTrump 
administration adviser Mi¬ 
chael Flynn, saying he felt 
disgusted and disdainful of 
Flynn's crimes. He allowed 
Flynn to postpone his sen¬ 
tencing so Flynn could 
continue cooperating with 
investigators and get credit 
that could allow him to 
avoid prisonO 
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Pope accepts resignation of LA. bishop accused of misconduct

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Pope 
Francis has accepted the 
resignation of a Los Ange¬ 
les auxiliary bishop, Mon¬ 
signor Alexander Salazar, 
following an allegation of 
misconduct with a minor 
in the 1990s, officials said 
Wednesday. 

Ihe Vatican announced 
the resignation in a one-line 
statement. Itwasthe latest 
in a string of cases of al¬ 
leged misconduct against 
bishopsto come to light this 
year, following the scandal 
of ex-Cardinal Theodore 
McCarrick that exposed 
how bishops have largely 
avoided sanction for im¬ 
proper behavior. 

The current archbishop of 
LosAngeles, Most Rev. J ose 
Gomez, said the archdio¬ 
cese was made aware of 
the claim in 2005. Gomez 
said county prosecutors 
declined to bring charges, 
but that the archdiocese 
forwarded the complaint 
to the Vatican office that 
handles sex abuse cases. 
Gomez said that office, the 
Congregation forthe Doc¬ 
trine of the Faith, imposed 
precautionary measures 
against Salazar and that a 
further investigation by the 
archdiocese's indepen¬ 
dent review board found 
the allegation to be cred¬ 
ible. 

Gomez said Salazar, 69, 
has "consistently denied 
any wrongdoing." "The 
archdiocese said it had re¬ 
ceived no otheranegations 
a gainst Salazar. 

'These decisions have been 
made outof deep concern 
forthe healing and recon¬ 
ciliation of abuse victims 
and for the good of the 
church's mission," Gomez 
told the LosAngelesfaithful 
in a letter. "Let us continue 
to stay close to the victim 
survivors of abuse, through 
ourprayerand ouractions" 
Gomez said that the al¬ 
leged misconduct oc¬ 
curred while Salazar was 
a parish priest in the 1990s, 
and that the claim was 
never directly brought to 
the archdiocese. 

Critics targeted the length 
of time between when the 
archdiocese learned ofthe 


allegation and the resigna¬ 
tion, and the lack of de¬ 
tails in the announcement, 
which stated the retirement 
is for "early retirement." 

"It takes 13 years for LA 
Catholic officials to disclose 
this allegation and even 
now, they withhold key 
details about when they 
and the Vatican looked at 
it and purported(ly) took 
'precautionary measures' 
against Salazar, which of 
course have rarely stopped 
more clergy sex crimes," 
David G. Clohessy, former 
director of the Survivors 
Network of those Abused 
by Priests, said in an email 
to The Associated Press. 

The law firm of Jeff Ander¬ 
son & Associates, which 
pursues litigation on behalf 
of alleged victims of cler¬ 
gy sex abuse, noted that 
Salazar's name wasn't in¬ 
cluded in archdiocese lists 
of credibly accused priests 
released in 2005, 2008 and 
this year. 

'What does his resigna¬ 
tion mean? Has he been 
laicized? Is he simply re¬ 
tired? What safety proto¬ 


cols are being imposed on 
Bp. Sa la za r?" the firm a sked 
in a statement. 'Why did it 
take the Vatican this long 
to act?" 

The resignation comes dur¬ 
ing a year in which the 
clerical abuse scandal has 
exploded anew in the U.S. 
and elsewhere. InJ uly, Fran¬ 
cis removed McCarrick, the 
retired archbishop ofWash- 
ington, as a cardinal after 
a U.S. church investigation 
determined that an alle¬ 
gation he groped a minor 
in the 1970s was credible. 
Subsequently several adult 
seminarians have said he 
pressured them to sleep 
with him. 

McCarrick has denied 
the initial allegation and 
through a lawyer has said 
he looks forward to invok¬ 
ing his right to due process. 
The McCarrick scandal 
exposed the loopholes in 
how the church treats al¬ 
legations of misconduct 
against bishops, who are 
answerable only to the 
pope. Bishops have largely 
escaped the same scru¬ 
tiny as ordinary priests ac¬ 


cused of misconduct in the 
decades-long sex abuse 
scandal, and until recent¬ 
ly they have rarely been 
sanctioned or removed for 
covering up forabusers. 
Salazar was bom in San 
Jose, Costa Rica, and 
came with his family to the 
United States in 1953. The 
family settled in LosAnge¬ 
les, and he became a U.S. 
citizen at age 18. He en¬ 
tered St. J ohn's Seminary in 
suburban Camarillo in 1977 
and was ordained a priest 
in 1984. 

From the 1980s through 
early 2000s, Salazar served 
at several parishes, the for¬ 
mer St. Vibiana Cathedral 
and as vice chancellor of 
the Archdiocesan Catho¬ 
lic Center before being in¬ 
stalled as a bishop in 2004. 
When his selection as 
auxiliary bishop was an¬ 
nounced, he said in a state¬ 
ment: 'California is the land 
of dreams and visions, but 
I have been blessed with 
more. I have been special¬ 
ly privileged to serve as a 
priest — a parish priest." 

He served as a regional 


bishop for San Pedro, one 
of five pastoral subdivisions 
within the archdiocese, un¬ 
til 2009 and since then had 
been vicarforthe office of 
ethnic ministries. 

A statement from the arch¬ 
diocese said the accusa¬ 
tion against Salazar was 
"reported directly to law 
enforcement in 2002 by a 
young adult alleging mis¬ 
conduct in the 1990s when 
Bishop Salazar was a priest 
and the alleged victim was 
a minor." 

The statement said the 
archdiocese was informed 
ofthe allegation through a 
third party in 2005. Law en¬ 
forcement had investigat¬ 
ed the allegation and rec¬ 
ommended prosecution, 
but the district attorney did 
not file charges in the case, 
the statement said. 

The archdiocese said Car¬ 
dinal Roger Mahony, who 
was the Los Angeles arch¬ 
bishop atthe time, request¬ 
ed that law enforcement 
review the case, and he 
also reported the allega¬ 
tion to the Vatican's Con¬ 
gregation forthe Doctrine 
ofthe Faith. 

'The Congregation inves¬ 
tigated and permitted 
Bishop Salazar to remain in 
ministry subject to certain 
precautionary conditions, 
which he has respected," 
the statement said. 

Mahony retired as head of 
the archdiocese in 2011, his 
tenure ta mished by his ha n- 
dling of clergy sex abuse 
cases, and was replaced 
by Gomez, who publicly re¬ 
buked him. 

By 2014, the archdiocese 
had agreed to pay $720 
million to clergy abuse vic¬ 
tims over the previous de¬ 
cade and released internal 
files that showed Mahony 
shielded priests and or¬ 
dered a surrogate to with¬ 
hold evidence from police. 
The archdiocese said Go¬ 
mez requested a review of 
all a negations of sexual mis¬ 
conductinvolving minorsto 
update a 2004 report that 
listed accused priests. This 
investigation was conduct¬ 
ed by the archdiocese's 
own Clergy Misconduct 
Oversight Board, which 
found the allegation to be 
credible, Gomez said in his 
letter.Q 
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Rare Washington state tornado strongest since 1966

SEATTLE (AP) — An ex¬ 
tremely rare tornado that 
touched down west of Se¬ 
attle was the strongest to 
hit Washington state since 
1986, the National Weather 
Service said Wednesday. 

A Weather Service storm 
team surveyed the dam¬ 
age just south of Port Or¬ 
chard, Washington, and 
rated the twister an Ef2 on 
the Enhanced Fujita scale 
with top wind speeds of up 
to 130 mph (210 kph). Ihe 
scale ratesan Ef2 as "signifi¬ 
cant." 

In five minutes Tuesday af¬ 
ternoon, the twister's 1.4 
mile-path (2.3 kilometers) 
tore roofs off homes, shat¬ 
tered windowsand toppled 
large firtrees, but no injuries 
have been reported. 

John Mueller's home was 
among those most severely 
damaged. 

He told KOMO-TV that he 
was at work at a shipyard 
when he recognized his 
home in a video of the tor¬ 
nado on social media. 

"If I could describe the 
house, it would be roofless," 


Muellersaid. 'The entire up¬ 
stairs is gone. There's 2x4 
and 4x4s Stic king out of the 
walls. Glass shattered ev¬ 
erywhere. The downstairs 
is just full of water and bro¬ 
ken glass...I think (the tor¬ 
nado) landed on top of the 
house." 

Washington state averages 
2.5 tornadoes a year, but 
Dec embertoma does aver¬ 
age a minute fraction, the 
Weather Service said. Most 
tornadoes in Washington 
are rated EF-Os that cause 
minor damage, Weather 
Service hydrologist Brent 
Bowersaid. 

The Kitsap County Sheriff's 
office called the damage 
"catastrophic." Dozens of 
structures were affect¬ 
ed. Fire officials were try¬ 
ing to complete an initial 
damage assessment by 
Wednesday night. 

Deputy Scott Wilson said 
the twister caused "a lot of 
chaos" 

"It's traumatic, especially 
as we approach the Christ- 
masseason," Wilson said. 
Kitsap County Search and 
Rescue workerswith trained 
dogs checked for people 


who may have been in¬ 
jured orstranded butfound 
none. 

Other emergency crews 
still inspecting homes were 
finding gas leaks in dam¬ 
aged structures, the sheriff's 


office said Wednesday. 
Power had been restored 
by Wednesday to much 
of the affected area with 
the exception of the most 
severely damaged homes, 
the sheriff's office said. 


Some roads remained 
closed. 

Port Orchard is about 15 
miles (24 kilometers) west of 
Seattle, a cross Puget Sound 
on the Kitsap Peninsula.□ 


NewYorkCity police using firearms at lowest rate on record 


NEWYORK(AP) — The New 

York Police Department 
said Wednesday that offi¬ 
cers are using Tasers more 
frequently, while firing on 
suspects fell to the lowest 
level since the department 
began tracking the use of 
force. 

The d epa rtment's 2017 use- 
of-force report showed 
that officers opened fire 
52 times last year, a 28 per¬ 


cent decrease from previ¬ 
ous year. But office is fa tally 
shot 10 suspects last year, 
an increase from nine in 
2016. 

Police officers' use of Tas¬ 
ers, meanwhile, jumped 
about 45 percent last 
year to 728 incidents. The 
department attributed 
that increase to a wider 
deployment of stun guns 
among the ranks 


Police Commissioner 
J ames O'Neill said the sta¬ 
tistics re fleet improvements 
in the department's use-of- 
force policies, which were 
reformed in 2016to require 
more detailed reporting of 
incidents involving police 
force. 

"NYPD cops are among 
the most restrained law 
enforcement officers in 
the United States when it 


co mes to using force in the 
performance of their du¬ 
ties," O'Neill said in a state¬ 
ment. 

O'Neill also noted that 
the New York City Civilian 
Complaint Review Board 
last year recorded the 
fewest police-force com¬ 
plaints in more than a de¬ 
cade. 

Chris Dunn, legal director 
of the New York C ivil Liber¬ 


ties Union, said his organi¬ 
zation is "very concerned" 
with the department's ris¬ 
ing use of Tasers He noted 
that nearly a third of 728 
Taser incidents in 2017 in¬ 
volved officers seeking to 
control an emotionally dis¬ 
turbed person. 

"It runs the risk of seriously 
damaging people already 
in trauma," Dunn sa id.□

LONDON (AP) — The Euro¬ 
pean Union marked 100 
daysuntil Brexiton Wednes¬ 
day by triggering an action 
plan to ensure planes can 
still fly and money can still 
flow between Britain and 
the bloc in the increasingly 
likely event that the U.K. 
leaves the EU without a di¬ 
vorce deal. 

The British government, 
struggling to break a po¬ 
litical logjam over Brexit, 
released immigration plans 
that it said will 'take back 
control" of the country's 
borders— butwhich oppo¬ 
nents wam will batter the 
economy by shutting out 
everyone but highly paid 
professionals. 

The EU measures, an¬ 
nounced a day after Britain 
ramped up its own no-deal 
planning, are intended to 
alleviate "major disruption" 
to people and businesses 
in case squabbling U.K. 
politicians fail to ratify a 
withdrawal agreement be¬ 
tween Britain and the bloc. 
European Commission Vice 
President Va Id is Dombrovs- 


kis called the contingency 
plan "an exercise in limiting 
damage." 

Britain is due to leave the 
EU on March 29, but it's un¬ 
clear whether lawmakers 
will approve the divorce 
agreement Prime Minis¬ 
ter Iheresa May's govern¬ 
ment has negotiated with 
the bloc. May postponed 
a vote in Parliament last 


week because the deal 
faced heavy defeat. It has 
been rescheduled for mid- 
January, but opposition 
remains strong across the 
political spectrum. 

Leaving without a deal 
risks plunging the British 
economy into recession 
and sparking chaos at the 
borders, asfourdecadesof 
economic alignment and 


open markets evaporate. 
The EU plan includes tem¬ 
porary one- to two-year 
measures to allow some 
U.K.-EU financial services to 
continue and a 12-month 
provision to keep planes 
flying between Britain and 
the bloc. 

But Dombrovskis stressed 
that the measures "cannot 
replicate the benefits of 
the withdrawal agreement, 
and certainly it cannot rep¬ 
licate the benefits of EU 
membership." 

Britain's no-deal prepa¬ 
rations include putting 
3,500 soldiers on standby, 
chartering boats to bring 
in goods and stockpiling 
medicines. The govern¬ 
ment called them sensible 
precautions, but opposition 
politicians accused May of 
trying to scare lawmakers 
into supporting her Brexit 
deal. 

"No-deal would be a disas¬ 
ter for our country and no 
responsible government 
would everallow it,"Labour 
Party leader Jeremy Cor- 
byn said. 

Most members of Parlia¬ 
ment dislike both May's 
Brexit deal and the pros¬ 
pect of leaving the EU 
without an agreement, but 
they are deeply divided 
about what to do instead, 
and the country's political 
debate hasgrown increas¬ 
ingly bad-tempered as 
Brexit day approaches. 
Corbyn wasforced to deny 
calling Maya "stupid wom¬ 


an" in the House of Com¬ 
mons on Wednesday, after 
he was caught appearing 
to mutterthe insult during a 
fiery debate. 

"I did not use the words 
'stupid woman' about the 
prime minister or anyone 
else, and am completely 
opposed to the use of sex¬ 
ist or misogynist language 
in absolutely any form at 
aII,"Corbyn said. 

In a bid to regain some of 
its vanished political mo¬ 
mentum, the British govern¬ 
ment published long-await¬ 
ed plans for a post-Brexit 
immigration system that will 
end the automatic right of 
EU citizens to live in the U.K. 
'We're going to bring an 
end to free movement," 
May said. 'We will do that 
in a way that enables us to 
reduce net migration but 
enables us to ensure that 
the brightest and best can 
be attracted to the United 
Kingdom." 

She said that "in the future 
coming here will be based 
on your contribution, not 
on the country you come 
from." 

The government proposal 
places no limit on the num¬ 
ber of well-paid, skilled im¬ 
migrants who can settle in 
Britain, but puts curbs on 
"low-skilled" workers, who 
would only be able to get 
one-year working visas 
The government plan 
suggests setting a salary 
threshold that immigrants 
will have to meet in orderto 
be given the right to settle 
in Britain. 

An independent body ad¬ 
vising the government has 
suggested 30,000 pounds 
($38,000) a year — above 
the median U.K. wage and 
more than the starting sal¬ 
ary for nurses, paramedics, 
junior doctors and many 
other professions. 

Saffron Cordery, deputy 
chief executive of NHS Pro¬ 
viders— an umbrella group 
for Britain's state-funded 
health care system — said 
the health sector was 
"deeply concerned" about 
the proposal. 

"High skills does not equal 
high pay,"she told the BBC. 
The government said the 
exact salary threshold 
would be decided after 
public consultation.Q

Sinking Greek village highlights nations addiction to coal

PTOLEMAIDA, Greece (AP) 

— If earthquakes struck 
in slow motion, the results 
might be visible in a place 
like the Greekvillage of An- 
angyri, a hardscrabble en¬ 
clave in a black landscape 
gutted by coal mining. 

"The village in northern 
Greece once had more 
than 400 people. Now it has 
fewer than 50, after being 
tom apart over decades. 
Its roads are slowly buck¬ 
ling, its door frames have 
shifted, its walls and home 
foundations have cracked 
beyond repair. Residents 
are leaving notin panic but 
out of desperation. 

One after another, the tiny 
villages in Greece's lignite 
belt have been destroyed 
by mining as the ground 
becomes too unsteady to 
hold homes upright. Bells at 
one church in the area are 
not rung regularly for fear 
of causing more cracks in 
the walls 

C a ttle fa rme r M ic ha lis Bita s 
first noticed the damage to 
homes in Ana rgyri in 1986. 
'That's when mining started 
locally. It slowly began to 
eat up the houses before it 
went on to eat us up too," 
he said. 

Bita sis from one of the few 
dozen households in the 
village who have refused 
a power company's offer 
to move them to a rented 
apartment in a nearby 
town. "These villagers are 
demanding full compen¬ 
sation for their homes — a 
right only granted by law if 
mining occurs directly be¬ 
low a settlement. 

"I have sheep and machin¬ 
ery. What am I supposed 
to do? Move them into an 
apartment?" Bita s said. 


Heavy-duty coal excava- 
torsand vehicleson the ho¬ 
rizon nearthe village look 
like toy trucks, dwarfed by 
the scale of the blackened 
mining fields. 

Greekisstill hooked on coal, 
despite wamingsaboutthe 
dire consequencesof glob¬ 
al warming issued both by 
a new scientific report and 
experts at the recent U.N. 
climate talks in Poland and 
despite ambitious Europe¬ 
an Union-wide targets to 
replace coal use with re¬ 
newable energy. 

Greece is currently the 
world's 12th largest pro¬ 
ducer of lignite — known 
as brown coal — mining 36 
million tons annually, ac¬ 
cording to U.S. federal gov¬ 
ernment energy data. Ug- 


nite isa low-grade coalthat 
throwsoff highercarbon di¬ 
oxide emissions than black 
coal. It isoften burned near 
where it is mined since its 
low energy density makes it 
too expensive to transport 
very far. 

Nearly a third of Greece's 
electricity is produced by 
coal-fired plants and the 
country has no phase-out 
plan to stop using domes¬ 
tically produced coal, un¬ 
like most parts of Western 
Europe. Despite abundant 
wind and sun, only around 
15 percent of Greece's 
energy is produced by re¬ 
newable sources. Most of 
its reduction in coal use in 
recent years has been off¬ 
set by an increased use of 
imported natural gas. 


Under measures ham¬ 
mered out with Greece's 
bailout creditors, the state- 
controlled power compa¬ 
ny, PPC, will privatize three 
coal-fired electricity plants, 
prolonging their life. 

Also, contrary to many of 
its EU neighbors, Greece 
is on course to expand its 
dependence on oil and 
gasasthe nation triesto at¬ 
tract overseas investment 
to counter a financial cri¬ 
sis that lasted nearly a de¬ 
cade. The Greek govern¬ 
ment has embarked on a 
major exploration drive for 
oil and gas off its western 
and southern coasts. 

"The oil and gas ventures 
have alarmed environmen¬ 
tal groups, which have is¬ 
sued an urgent plea to the 


Greek government to re¬ 
verse its course and switch 
investments to the renew¬ 
able sources like solar and 
wind power. 

'We must act directly to 
reduce greenhouse gas 
emissions, butourcountry is 
moving in the opposite di¬ 
rection," a letteraddressed 
to Prime Minister Alexis Tsip- 
ras said. It was signed by 
34 environmental and hu¬ 
man rights groups, includ¬ 
ing Greenpeace, the World 
Wide Fund for Nature, Am¬ 
nesty International and 
Doctors Without Borders. 
Greece isplanning to invest 
"in fossil fuels for decades, 
along with worrying deliv¬ 
ery of hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of square kilometers, 
on and offshore, for hy¬ 
drocarbon extraction," the 
letter said. 'This would sur¬ 
render the country to the 
nightmare consequences 
of climate change." 

In Ana rgyri, despite the de¬ 
struction of their homes, res¬ 
idents have mixed feelings 
about coal, since PPC is a 
key employerthat provides 
5,000 local jobs. The other 
attraction is that lignite, 
mined domestically, is not 
vulnerable to fina nc ia I ma r- 
ket swings or geopolitical 
shocks, unlike imported oil 
and gas, which in Greece 
mostly comesfrom Russia. 
'Clearly, lignite activity will 
be reduced and will be re¬ 
placed by other sources of 
energy, renewable sources 
of energy," PPC executive 
Konstantinos "Theodoridis 
told "The Associated Press. 
"But lignite will continue to 
be a strategic fuel that, in 
any geopolitical instability, 
is the only energy-produc¬ 
ing fuel that is absolutely 
controlled by our country," 
he said.Q 
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Children fight; kill and die in Yemen's civil war

MARIB, Yemen (AP) — At 

the age of 13, Mohammed 
was an unflinching fighter 
for Yemen's Houthi reb¬ 
els. Indoctrinated in their 
camps, he went into battle 
even asgunfire filled the air 
and the earth shook from 
airstrikes. He says he tor¬ 
tured and killed. He didn't 
care if he lived ordied. 
Hisone comfort wasthe se¬ 
rial number on the brace¬ 
let the Houthis gave him to 
wear — his"jihadi number." 
If he died, he knew, the 
bracelet guaranteed his 
body would make it home 
to his family. 

"When I become a martyr, 
they enter my number in 
the computer, retrieve my 
picture and my name, then 
print them with the name 
'Martyr 1 underneath," Mo¬ 
hammed said. 

Mohammed was among 
18 former child soldiers in¬ 
terviewed by Ihe Associ¬ 
ated Press who described 
the Houthis' efficiency in 
recruiting boysasyoung as 
lOto fight in the waragainst 
a military coalition led by 
Saudi Arabia and backed 
by the United States. 

Ihe Houthis have inducted 
18,000 child soldiers into 
their army since the begin¬ 
ning of the war in 2014, a 
senior Houthi military offi¬ 
cial acknowledged to Ihe 
Associated Press. He spoke 
on condition of anonymity 
due to the sensitivity of the 
information. 

That figure is higher than 
any number previously re¬ 
ported. Ihe United Nations 
was able to verify 2,721 
children recruited to fight 
for all sides in the conflict, 
the large majority for the 
Houthis, but officials say 
that count is likely low. 

An unknown number of 
young fighters have been 
sent home in coffins. More 
than 6,000 children have 
died or been maimed in 
the war, the U.N. children's 
agency reported in Octo¬ 
ber, but it could not deter¬ 
mine how many were com¬ 
batants 

Brig. Gen. Yahia Sarie, a 
Houthi military spokesman, 
denied that children un¬ 
der 18 are systematically 
recruited and told the AP 


that the military has issued 
orders to send home chil¬ 
dren trying to join its ranks. 
He said any children who 
try to enlist do so out of an¬ 
ger at coalition atrocities. 
He dismissed the accounts 
the children gave to the 
AP, saying their claims we re 
coalition propaganda. 

Ihe AP interviewed the 
former child soldiers at dis¬ 
placement camps and a 
Saudi-funded rehabilitation 
center in the city of Marib, 
which is controlled by the 
coalition. They came to 
Marib after slipping away 
from rebel forces or being 
captured by coalition units. 
Because of their ages and 
because some acknowl¬ 
edge committing acts of 
brutality, the AP is only us¬ 
ing their first names. 

Ihe war began after the 
Houthis, a 7a idi-Shiite insur¬ 
gent movement with ties 
to Iran, swept down from 
the northern highlands 
in late 2014, seizing the 
capital, Sanaa, and then 
pushing south. Yemen's 
internationally-recognized 
government sought help 


from Saudi Arabia, which 
formed the coalition with 
U.S. backing, determined 
to stop what they saw as 
an Iranian move to take 
over, turning a civil war into 
a proxy war. 

Young soldierscan be seen 
manning checkpoints, AK- 
47s dang ling from their nar¬ 
row shoulders. Others are 
sent to the front linesasfoot 
sold iers. 

Some of the children told 
the AP they joined the 
rebels willingly, mainly be¬ 
cause of promises of mon¬ 
ey or the chance to carry 
a weapon or to have a 
guaranteed allotment of 
qat, the leaves that Ye¬ 
menis chew as a stimulant. 
But others described being 
abducted from schools or 
homesorcoereed into join¬ 
ing in exchange fora fam¬ 
ily member's release from 
detention. 

Recruits are taken first to 
"culture centers" for nearly 
a month of religious cours¬ 
es. The children are told 
they are joining a holy war 
againstjewsand Christians 
and Arab countries that 


have succumbed to West¬ 
ern influence. 

Next, the recruits are sent 
to military training camps, 
and then to war. 

'When you get out of the 
culture center, you don't 
want to go home any¬ 
more," Mohammed said. 
'You want to go to jihad." 
Mohammed recalled 
how one day his com¬ 
rades fighting in the city of 
Taiz captured a coalition 
fighter and brought him 
to a bombed-out restau¬ 
rant. Mohammed, 14 at 
the time, said he hooked 
an electrical generator up 
to the prisoner and sent 
shocks through the man's 
body as his commander in¬ 
terrogated the captive. 
Finally, his commander 
gave this order: 'Get rid of 
him." Mohammed said he 
took a heavy metal tool, 
heated it in a flame, then 
swung it, caving in the 
backofthe man's head. 
"He was my master," Mo¬ 
hammed said of his com¬ 
mander. "If he says kill, I 
would kill.... I would blow up 
myself for him." 


A 13-year-old named Ri¬ 
yadh said half of the fight¬ 
ers with him on the front 
lines were children. He 
said he and his 11-year- 
old brother once shot and 
killed two enemy soldiers 
who refused to lay down 
their weapons. More often, 
he said, he closed his eyes 
tightly out of fear when he 
fired his rifle. 

The most frightening mo- 
mentcame when hisbroth- 
er disappeared during a 
fire fig ht. 

He began turning over 
corpses on the battlefield, 
searching bloodied faces 
for his lost brother, when 
he and otherfighterscame 
underfire. They fired back. 
Then, after some yelling 
back and forth, he realized 
the shooterwas his brother, 
lost in the fog of battle. 

A 12-year-old named Kah¬ 
lan said Houthi militiamen 
took him and 10 of his 
classmates from school, 
promising them new book 
bags Instead, they found 
themselves inside a training 
camp, still in their school 
uniforms. 

On the front lines, Kahlan 
recalled the trucks rum¬ 
bling in to collectthe dead 
aftercoalition airstrikes. 

'The sight of the bodies 
was scary," he said, using 
his hands to pantomime 
how corpses were missing 
heads or limbs or had their 
intestines oozing out.

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Official: Ukraine plans another naval foray into Sea of Azov

MOSCOW (AP) — Ukraine 
plans to again send itswar- 
ships into the Sea of Azov, 
a top Ukrainian officiaIsaid, 
a move that could set the 
stage for another clash 
with Russia. 

Oleksandr Turchynov, the 
secretary of the Nation¬ 
al Security and Defense 
Council, said in an interview 
with the BBC published 
Wednesday that another 
such mission is necessary to 
prevent Russia from claim¬ 
ing control over the body 
of water. Russia's Foreign 
Ministry on Wednesday de¬ 
nounced his remarks as a 
"provocation." 

On Nov. 25, the Russian 
coast guard fired upon 
and seized three Ukrainian 
naval vessels and 24 sea¬ 
men when they tried to sa il 
from the Black Sea into the 
Sea of Azov. Ihe U.S. and 


its NATO allies have con¬ 
demned what they de¬ 
scribed as unjustified use of 
force by Russia, and urged 
Moscow to release the 
boatsand theircrews. 
Ukraine said its boats op¬ 
erated in line with interna¬ 
tional rules, while Russia 
charged that the Ukrainian 
vessels had failed to obtain 
permission to pass. 

"fhe standoff has further 
fueled the tug-of-war be¬ 
tween the two neighbors 
over Russia's 2014 annexa¬ 
tion of Crimea and support 
forseparatist rebels in east¬ 
ern Ukraine. 

Ukrainian President Petra 
Poroshenko responded to 
the incident by introduc¬ 
ing martial law for 30 days, 
something Ukraine hadn't 
done even after Crimea's 
annexation and amid 
large-scale fighting with 
Russia-backed separatists 


in the east in 2014-2015. 

As part of martial law, 
Ukraine has beefed up its 
forces on the border with 
Russia, called up reserv¬ 
ists for training and barred 
entry to all Russian males 
aged between 16and 60. 
Amid the tensions, Russia 
and Ukraine accused each 


other of making plans to 
launch a military action. 
Turchynov told the BBC 
that it's essentia I for Ukraine 
to mount a new naval 
deployment into the Sea 
of Azov, warning that if 
Ukraine stands back Rus¬ 
sia will take oversea routes 
and dictate its will. 


'We have no alternative," 
he said. He said Ukraine 
would invite representa- 
tivesof the Organization for 
Security and Cooperation 
in Europe and other inter¬ 
national organizations to 
put their representatives on 
board the Ukrainian ships 
during the mission. The 
Ukrainian official didn't say 
when Ukraine expects to 
launch it. Turchynov noted 
that the Ukrainian military 
plans to deploy new mis¬ 
siles onshore, adding that 
they would be capable of 
destroy the bridge linking 
Crimea with Russia. 

In Moscow, Russian Foreign 
Ministry spokeswoman Ma¬ 
ria Skharova denounced 
Turchynov's statement as 
"irresponsible," adding that 
it would only exacerbate 
tensions and derail Euro¬ 
pean efforts to de-escalate 
the situation.^

The lone suspect arrested 
in the killing of two Scandi¬ 
navian tourists in Morocco's 
Atlas Mountains is connect¬ 
ed to a terrorist group, and 
three other suspects a re on 
the run, Moroccan authori¬ 
ties said Wednesday. 

State television 2M report¬ 
ed on its website that au¬ 
thorities consider the two 
women's slayings a terrorist 
act. Local media reported 
that the suspects had links 
to the Islamic State group. 
The women, who were 
from Denmark and Nor¬ 
way, were discovered 
stabbed in the neck Mon¬ 
day by other tourists, who 
alerted police, according 
to national media. Hiking 
in the area wastemporarily 
suspended. 

The killings have shocked 
Morocco, a popular tourist 


destination where such at¬ 
tacks on foreigners are ex¬ 
tremely rare. 

The Rabat public prosecu¬ 
tor's office said in a state¬ 
ment Wednesday that 
the only captured suspect 
has affiliations to a terrorist 
group, without naming the 
group. 

The suspect was arrested 
in Marrakech on Tuesday. 
Three other suspects have 
been identified and but 
are still on the run, a secu¬ 
rity official told The Associ¬ 
ated Press. The official was 
not authorized to be pub¬ 
licly named. 

The remote mountainous 
region where the women 
were found dead is 10 kilo¬ 
meters (6.2 miles) from the 
village of Imlil — often the 
starting point for treks to 
Mount Toubkal, North Af¬ 
rica's highest peak. 
Broadcaster 2M released 


photosand videosWednes- 
dayofforensic investigators 
and others working around 
the women's brightly col¬ 
ored tent on a rocky hill¬ 
side. The broadcaster said 
the tent held food and be¬ 
longings for three people, 
including an ID card. 
Moroccan media outlets 
reported that investigators 
have video surveillance 
footage showing three 
suspects putting up a tent 
near the victims' tent and 
leaving the area after the 
slaying. 

Authorities in Denmark and 
Norway warned their citi¬ 
zens from hiking without lo¬ 
cal guides in Morocco after 
the killing. Danish police of¬ 
ficials said Wednesday they 
sent an officerto Morocco 
to assist in the investigation. 
Morocco is generally con¬ 
sidered safe for tourists and 
is a key ally of the United 


States and Europe in the 
fight against terrorism. Mo¬ 
rocco has struggled for 
years with sporadic Islamic 


extremism, and more than 
1,000 Moroccans are be¬ 
lieved to have joined the

Police raid home of Brazil cabinetministerin graft probe

to Kassab Wednesday fol¬ 
lowing accusations that he 
received millions in bribes 
from the J BS food compa¬ 
ny between 2010 a nd 2016. 
Prosecutors said they sus¬ 
pect that the minister may 
have received as much as 
$13.8 million in exchange 
for defending the interests 
ofJBS during his tenures as 
mayorof Sao Paulo and as 
a congressman. 

Brazil's Supreme Court au¬ 
thorized the operation, 
which included a total of 
six search warrants in the 
states of Sao Paulo and Rio 
Grande do Norte, followed 


a request by Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Raquel Dodge. 

The Attorney General's Of¬ 
fice said the raid on Kass- 
ab'sresidence in Sao Paulo 
followed testimony by the 
owner of J BS, Wesley Batis¬ 
ta, and executive Ricardo 
Saud, who said that they 
were responsible forpaying 
the bribes. Batista and Saud 
are receiving preferential 
treatment in exchange for 
their testimony in a variety 
of corruption cases.

out defecting, an effort to 
eliminate the dangerous 
trafficking that had gone 
on fordecades. 

The agreement, which runs 
through Oct. 31, 2021, al¬ 
lows Cubans to sign under 
rules similar to those for 
players under contract to 
clubs in Japan, South Ko¬ 
rea and Taiwan. 

"For years, Major League 
Baseball has been seek¬ 
ing to end the trafficking 
of baseball players from 
Cuba by criminal organi¬ 
zations by creating a safe 
and legal alternative for 
those players to sign with 
major league clubs," base¬ 
ball Commissioner Rob 
Manfred said in a state¬ 
ment Wednesday. 'We be¬ 
lieve that this agreement 
accomplishes that objec¬ 
tive and will allow the next 
generation of Cuban play¬ 
ers to pursue their dream 
without enduring many of 
the hardships experienced 
by current and former Cu¬ 
ban players who have 
played Major League 
Baseball." 

Depending on the qual¬ 
ity of future players, the 
agreement could mean 
millions of dollars in future 
income for the cash-poor 
Cuban federation, which 
has seen the quality of 
players and facilities de¬ 
cline in recent years as tal¬ 
ent went overseas.

ATLANTIC CITY, N.j. (AP) — 

A pair of U.S. senators from 
opposing parties is propos¬ 
ing thatthe federal govern¬ 
ment take back control of 
sports gambling in Ameri¬ 
ca, the first forma I move by 
Congress after a Supreme 
Court ruling reopened a 
complex debate overfans 
betting on gamesand who 
controls the action. 

Several states have begun 
offering sports betting after 
New Jersey won a long- 
fought challenge in May, 
and many others are ex¬ 
pected to take up the is¬ 
sue during new legislative 
sessions in 2019 as a way 
to generate millions in rev¬ 
enue. 

The federal bill introduced 
Wednesday by Sen. Charles 
Schumer, a New York Dem¬ 
ocrat, and Republican Sen. 
Orrin Hatch of Utah would 
have the U.S. Justice De¬ 
partment set minimum 
standardsforstatesto offer 
sports betting. It does not 
explicitly provide the sports 
leagues the cut of gam¬ 
bling revenue they have 
been seeking, so-called "in¬ 
tegrity fees," but does not 
prohibit them, either. 

"I knew that Congress had 
an obligation to ensure 
that the integrity of the 


games we love was never 
compromised," Schumer 
said of the Sports Wager¬ 
ing Market Integrity Act of 
2018. 'That is why I believe 
the time is now to establish 
a strong national integrity 
standard for sports betting 
that will protect consumers 
and the games themselves 
from corruption." 

Hatch said that once the 
Supreme Courtstruckdown 
the Professional and Ama¬ 
teur Sports Protection Act in 
May, "I began working with 
stakeholders to ensure we 
were doing everything pos¬ 
sible to protectthe integrity 
of sports from corruption. 
'The legislation we've in¬ 
troduced today is the cul¬ 
mination of eight months 
of high-level meetings, 
discussions, and negotia¬ 
tions, and will serve as a 
placeholder for the next 
Congress, should they de¬ 
cide to continue working to 
address these issues," said 
Hatch, who is retiring soon 
but wanted to show bipar¬ 
tisan support for federal 
regulation. 

The NFL weighed in 
Wednesday with a letter 
to the senators expressing 
supportforthe bill. 

'The threats posed to the 
integrity of sporting con¬ 


tests cannot be confined 
within state borders," wrote 
Jocelyn Moore, an NFL 
executive vice president. 
'Without continued federal 
guidance and oversight, 
we are very concerned 
that sports leagues and 
state governments alone 
will not be able to fully pro¬ 
tectthe integrity of sporting 
contestsand guard against 
the harms Congress has 
long recognized as being 
associated with sports bet¬ 
ting." 

Ukewise, Major League 
Baseball said in a state¬ 
ment, "Legalized sports 
betting is rapidly spreading 
across the country, creat¬ 
ing a clear need fora set 
of consistent, nationwide 
integrity standards to pro¬ 
tect the sports that millions 
of Americans love." 

The PGA Tour called for es¬ 
tablishment of a national 
body to oversee the integ¬ 
rity of sports in the United 
States. 

The bill also would provide 
federal funding from sports 
betting taxes for programs 
to address problem gam¬ 
bling. The eight states that 
already offer sports betting 
could still offer it while the 
Justice Department evalu¬ 
ates the state laws. 


So far, legislatures in Ne¬ 
vada, New Jersey, Dela¬ 
ware, West Virginia, Mis¬ 
sissippi, Pennsylvania and 
Rhode Island have legal¬ 
ized sports betting. And 
although New Mexico has 
not passed a sports betting 
law, the Santa Ana Star 
Casino & Hotel started tak¬ 
ing sports bets in October 
through a tribal gambling 
compact. City lawmakers 
in Washington also voted 
to legalize sports betting 
in the District of Columbia 
on Tuesday, legislation that 
requires Congressional ap¬ 
proval but would make the 
nation'scapital the first U.S. 
jurisdiction without casinos 
to authorize sports books. 
Several states have already 
pre-filed sports betting bills 
for early 2019, including 
Kentucky, Missouri, Ohio, 
Tennessee and Virginia, 
and Eilers & Krejcik Gam¬ 
ing, which tracks sports bet¬ 
ting legislation, predicts 30 
states will consider legisla¬ 
tion in the new year. 

The bill would require sports 
wagering operators use 
data provided or licensed 
by the leagues. Legislat¬ 
ing that could be tough 
as data source require¬ 
ments have been chal¬ 
lenged in court in other 


ways, with courts holding 
that fantasy sports opera¬ 
tors aren't required to use 
official league data. Some 
leagues, like the NBA and 
MLB, have reached private 
agreements with casinos 
for use of data, particularly 
for wagers made during 
gameson outcomes within 
each contest. 

The federal bill also would 
create a National Sports 
Wagering Clearinghouse 
to receive and share sports 
wagering data and suspi¬ 
cious transaction reports 
among sports wagering 
operators, state regulators, 
sports organizations and 
federal and state law en¬ 
forcement. 

New Jersey's Supreme 
Court victory set up a 
patchwork of laws and 
rules that differ from state 
to state. Leagues including 
the NBA, NFL MLB and NHL 
have sought one uniform 
set of rules nationwide. 

The bill would allow betting 
on the Olympics and col¬ 
lege sports, but would ban 
it on other amateur sports. 

It a Iso would establish a na¬ 
tionwide self-exclusion list 
that people with gambling 
problems can add their 
names to in order to pro¬ 
hibit sports betting provid¬ 
ers from allowing them to 
bet, similar to state lists that 
casinos maintain. 

It remains to be seen 
whetherthe bill hasenough 
support in the incoming 
Congress to progress. The 
c a sino ind ustry's ma in tra d e 
association, the Ameri¬ 
can Gaming Association, 
called the bill 'the epitome 
of a solution in search of 
a problem," adding that 
questions like which data 
should be used by compa¬ 
nies should be worked out 
by the free ma rket, not leg¬ 
islated by government. 

But Schumer said he will 
push hard forthe bill, not¬ 
ing that his political differ¬ 
ences with Hatch indicate 
it is something that has sup¬ 
port from both parties. 

"No bet is ever a guaran¬ 
teed win, but it's a smart 
bet that I will strongly ad¬ 
vocate for this bill to move 
forward and that Congress 
will vote to passfedera I leg¬ 
islation very soon,"Schumer 
said .□

Five-time Olympic cham¬ 
pion Missy Franklin is retir¬ 
ing from swimming at age 
23, citing chronic shoulder 
pain that has affected her 
fo rthe la st 2V5 yea rs. 

She announced her plans 
Wednesday in a letterpost- 
ed on ESPN.com . Frank¬ 
lin's spokeswoman says the 
swimmeriswith herfamily in 
Colorado for the holidays 
and isn't commenting fur- 
therfornow. 

Franklin's success and bub¬ 
bly personality made hera 
darling of the 2012 London 
Olympics. At age 17, she 
became the first woman 
to win four gold medals in 
a single Olympics in any 
sport. 

"It took me a long time to 
say the words, 'I am retir¬ 
ing, 1 " Franklin wrote. "A 
long, long time. But now I'm 
ready. I'm ready to not be 
in pain everyday. I'm ready 
to become a wife, one day 
a mother. I'm ready to con¬ 
tinue growing each and 


every day to be the best 
person and role model I 
can be. I'm ready for the 
rest of my life." 

Franklin is engaged to 
Hayes J ohnson, a former 
Texas swimmer. 

She won six golds at the 
2013 world championships 
in Barcelona in what would 
be her last major success. 
Instead of turning profes¬ 
sional, Franklin chose to at¬ 
tend college atthe Univer¬ 
sity of California, Berkeley, 
and compete forthe Gold¬ 
en Bears. She helped them 
win the 2015 NCAA cham¬ 
pionship but developed a 
nagging back injury. 

Fra nklin fa iled to win a n ind i- 
vidual gold atthe 2014 Pan 
Pacific championships or 

2015 world championships. 
She turned pro before the 

2016 Rio de J aneiro Games 
and returned home to train 
under Todd Schmitz, with 
whom she started in the 
sport. Four months before 
Rio, she withdrew from a 
meet with shoulder pain 


and later revealed she was 
struggling with depression, 
anxiety and insomnia. 

In Rio, Franklin failed to 
make the finals in either of 
her two individual events 
and won heronly medal, a 
gold, by swimming the pre¬ 
liminary heat of the 4x200- 
meter freestyle relay. She 
was not one of the four 
Americanswho stood atop 
the podium after the U.S. 
won the final. 


"Looking back, surviving 
through those eight days 
in Rio was the greatest ac¬ 
complishment of my ca¬ 
reer," Franklin wrote in her 
retirement letter. "I was 
able to stay true to who I 
wa s a s muc h in fa ilure a nd 
disappointment as I had in 
winning and being the best 
in the world." 

She had surgery on both 
shoulders in January and 
February 2017, but the pain 


nevercompletely subsided. 
Early this year, she enrolled 
at Georgia but was never 
able to regain the form she 
displayed asa teenager. 
Franklin's last competitive 
race was in the 200 free at 
the U.S. nationals in July. 
She finished third in the C fi- 
nal. She is the current world 
record holder in the 200 
backstroke and won 27ca¬ 
reer medals in international 
competitionO

Two U.S. senators have in¬ 
troduced a bill that would 
criminalize international 
doping conspiracies, the 
likes of which Russia pur¬ 
sued during the Sochi 
Olympic sin 2014. 

The measure is named after 
Grigory Rodchenkov, the 
Moscow lab director who 
blew the whistle on Russian 
cheating. It is similar to a 
bill introduced in the House 
eariierthisyearbut isgiven 
a betterchance of passing 
in part because it focuses 
on large-scale corruption 
and eliminates language 
that would put individuals 
in jeopardy for smaller of¬ 
fenses 

Sponsored by Sens. Onin 
Hatch, R-Utah,and Sheldon 
Whitehouse, D-Rhode Is 
land, the bill callsforfinesof 
up to $1 million and prison 
sentences of up to 10 years 
forthose who participate in 
schemes designed to influ¬ 


ence international sports 
competitions through dop¬ 
ing. 

The bill is being introduced 
two months after the J us 
tice Department indicted 
seven people for involve¬ 
ment in a wide-ranging 
Russian hacking scheme 
that sought out interna¬ 
tional anti-doping agen¬ 
cies among its targets That 
scheme revealed medical 
records of more than 250 
athletes. A U.S. attorney 
involved in the case said it 
was part of Russia's quest 
for revenge after some of 
its athletes were banned 
from the 2016 Olympics 
Under the bill, doping is 
added to the list of areas in 
which Russia is using so phis 
ticated schemes to disrupt 
American institutions Earlier 
this week, the Senate intelli¬ 
gence committee released 
reports detailing Russia's 
widespread political dis 
information campaign on 
social media , designed to 


help elect Donald Trump 
president in 2016. 

'To remain a 'city on a hill,' 
America must hold the 
crooked and corrupt ac¬ 
countable whenever we 
can. That means forcefully 
confronting Russia's use of 
corruption as a tool of for¬ 
eign policy," Whitehouse 
said. 

The bill would give pros 
ecutors some of the same 
tools they used to bring in¬ 
dictments in 2015 against a 
number of FIFA executives 
for racketeering, wire fraud 
and otherfinancial crimes. 
U.S. Anti-Doping Agency 
CEO Travis Tygart called 
the bill part of an "overall 
recognition that doping is 
fraud, and when it's done 
by organizations, it's going 
to be put on the same lev¬ 
el as other types of fraud. 
That's a really powerful 
statement." 

The bill calls for federal 
agencies pursuing doping 
cases to consult with the 


USADA, which hasjoined a 
chorus of world anti-doping 
agencies in criticizing the 
World Anti-Doping Agency 
and the Internationa I Olym¬ 
pic Committee for showing 
leniency toward Russia in 
the wake of the scandal. 

"I think there was unani¬ 
mous agreement (among 
U.S. lawmakers) that the in¬ 
stitutions that a re supposed 
to be policing doping are 
not working and, in many 
ways, are emboldening 
cheaters," said Rodchen¬ 
ko v's attorney, J im Walden. 


"I think this is a very direct 
way to deter further crimi¬ 
nal activity." 

The bill specifically targets 
organizations that conduct 
doping fraud at major in¬ 
ternational competitions, 
such as world champion- 
shipsorthe Olympics While 
the House bill would have 
left open the prospect of 
athletes suing each oth¬ 
er for damages, this one 
would give victims of the 
conspiracies the ability to 
receive restitution for mon¬ 
ey and opportunities lost.Q

The agreement marks a 
step forward in U.S.-Cuba 
relations during a time of 
tensions between Cuba 
and the Trump administra¬ 
tion, which has pledged 
to undo President Barack 
Obama's 2014 opening 
with the island. 

MLB said the deal was al¬ 
lowed by amendments to 
the Cuban Asset Control 
Regulations of March 16, 
2016, that established the 
provisions of a general li¬ 
cense from the U.S. Trea¬ 
sury Department's Office 
of Foreign Assets Control. 
The league said OFAC con¬ 
firmed to Major League 
Baseball in a letter dated 
Sept. 20, 2016, that an 
agreement with the Cuban 
federation would be valid. 
"Baseball has always been 
a bridge between our two 
nations,facilitating people- 
to-people connectionsand 
larger agreements that 
have brought ourcountries 
closer together," said Sen. 
Patrick Leahy, a Vermont 
Democrat. 

Any disputes between MLB 
and the Cuban federation 
are subject to resolution by 


the International Chamber 
of Commerce. 

"Establishing a safe, legal 
processforentry to oursys- 
tem is the most important 
step we can take to end¬ 
ing the exploitation and 
endangerment of Cuban 
playerswho pursue careers 
in Major League Baseball," 
union head Tony Clark said 
in a statement. 'The safety 
and well-being of these 
young men remains our pri¬ 
mary concern." 

Only players under con¬ 
tract to the Cuban federa¬ 
tion are covered by the 
agreement, and the Cu¬ 
ban federation agreed to 
release all players 25 and 
older with at least six years 
of professional experience. 
They would be classified as 
international professionals 
under MLB's laborcontract 
with the players' associa¬ 
tion and not subject to in¬ 
ternational amateur sign¬ 
ing bonus pools. 

The Cuban federation may 
at its discretion release 
younger players to sign mi¬ 
nor league contracts with 
MLB organizations 
A player can decide 
whether he wants a reg¬ 
istered MLBPA agent to 


negotiate a major league 
contract. He may use a 
representative other than 
an agent to negotiate a 
minorleague deal. 

U.S. Sen. J eff Flake, an Ari¬ 
zona Republic, called it 
a "homerun agreement," 
tweeting 'This deal will 
make life better for Cuban 
baseball players, who will 
no longer have to risk un¬ 


safe passage to the U.S." 
Players have told stories of 
harrowing crossingson rafts 
and rickety boats — some 
later challenged as exag¬ 
gerations 

'Today is a day that I am 
extremely happy," said a 
statement from Los Ange¬ 
les Dodgers outfielder Yas- 
iel Puig, who wassmuggled 
out of Cuba by traffickers 


linked to a Mexican drug 
gang, according to court 
testimony. 'To know fu¬ 
ture Cuban players will not 
have to go through what 
we went through makes 
me so happy." 

Cuban-born players have 
a long history in the ma¬ 
jor leaguers, led by Minnie 
Minoso with nine All-Star 
selections, Tony Oliva with 
eighth and Camilo Pascual 
and Tony Perez with seven 
each. And while Puig, Or¬ 
lando and Uvan Hernan¬

The nation's largest grocery 
chain stepped into the driv¬ 
erless delivery market Tues¬ 
day, bringing milk, eggs 
and other items to a cus¬ 
tomer's home in a vehicle 
with nobody at the wheel. 
Although limited to deliver¬ 
ing within about a mile (1.5 
kilometers) of one Arizona 
supermarket owned by 
KrogerCo., it represents the 
latest step for industries try¬ 
ing to lowerdeliverycostsof 
everyday items and those 
trying to launch self-driving 
carson public roads 
Tuesday's delivery arrived 
at Shannon Baggett's 
house in the Phoenix sub¬ 
urb of Scottsdale. She was 
already receiving grocer¬ 
ies weekly from larger, 
manned self-driving vehi- 
clesthatthe company Nuro 
developed and launched 
in August. She said it was 
surrea I to see nobody in the 
car bringing her milk, eggs 
and strawberries. 

"It was very cool to see it 
pull up. It was a lot smaller 
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than I thought it would be," 
Baggett said. "I told my 
husband, 'We just got our 
groceries delivered by a 
robot.'" 

But Tuesday's launch 
also highlighted some of 
the many challenges still 
ahead for autonomous ve¬ 
hicles: One of the compact 
cars did n't drive asplanned 
at a media demonstration 
because of a dead battery 
and had to be pushed up 
a ramp and onto a truck by 
several men. 

Kroger and Nuro, which is 
based in Mountain View, 
California, announced 
Tuesday that they would 
deliver groceries in the 
Scottsdale area, using an 
auto no mo us vehicle called 
the Rl, which has no steer¬ 
ing wheel and no seats for 
people. 

Nuro will be adding two of 
its completely unmanned 
Rl vehicles to its fleet of 
manned self-driving ve¬ 
hicles that deliver grocer¬ 
ies, said Dave Ferguson, 
president and co-founder 
of Nuro. When summoned, 


the Rl will travel within a 
1-mile (1.5-kilometer) radius 
of the Fry's Food store just 
east of the Phoenix Too at 
speeds up to 25 miles per 
hour(40 kph) on residential 
roa ds but sta yc lea rof main 
roads or highways, accord¬ 
ing to Pam Giannonatti, 
corporate affairs manag¬ 
er at Cincinnati-based 
Kro g e ris Fry's d ivisio n. 
Customers place an order 
on their smartphone orlap- 
top and geta text message 
when the groceries are on 
their way. Another mes¬ 
sage will alert them when 
the delivery is curbside. 
Once the vehicle arrives, 
the customerwill receive a 
code to punch in to open 
the doors, Giannonatti said. 
Customerswillpaya flatfee 
of $5.95 and can request 
same-day or next-day de¬ 
livery. The unmanned de¬ 
livery vehicles will be fol¬ 
lowed by a "shadow car," 
driven by a person with the 
ability to stop or control it. 
This car is being used in the 
early stages of the program 
out of caution and will be 


phased out, Ferguson said. 
'This is not yet at the point 
where in any way it's eco¬ 
nomically better than just 
sending someone out in 
a car to deliver your gro¬ 
ceries," said Bryant Walker 
Smith, a professor at the 
University of South Caro¬ 
lina, who teaches about 
emerging technologies 
"It will probably cost much 
more, and the range is min¬ 
ima I, and there are lots of 
ways it would not be a true, 
commercial-scale, viable 
deployment, but it's an im¬ 
portant step on that path." 
Technological hurdles and 
apprehension have limited 
attempts to deploy fully au¬ 
tonomous vehicles on pub¬ 
lic streets 

Uber pulled its self-driving 
carsout of Arizona this year 
afterone of the ride-hailing 
service's robotic vehicles 
hit and killed a woman as 
she crossed a darkened 
street in a Phoenix suburb in 
March. Itwasthe firstdeath 
involving a fully autono¬ 
mous vehicle. A backup 
driverwasatthe wheel. 


Waymo, a self-driving car 
spinoff from a Google proj¬ 
ect, has been offering free 
ridesin robotic vehicleswith 
no backup driver as part of 
a test program in the Phoe¬ 
nix area for the past year. 
Earlier this month, Waymo 
launched a ride-hailing 
service available to about 
200 people that will have a 
person behind the wheel in 
case something goesawry. 
Giannonatti of Kroger said 
safety is paramount in this 
next step of autonomous 
vehicle technology. 
Because Nuro's Rl deliv¬ 
ery vehicle is unmanned, 
it was designed to prioritize 
safety of other drivers and 
pedestrians without trading 
off the safety or comfort of 
a driver or passengers, Fer¬ 
guson said. The vehicle's 
size — half the width of a 
Toyota Corolla — also helps 
prevent collisions with pe¬ 
destrians because there's 
more bufferroom, he said. 
Krogerhasbeen working to 
boost online sales to keep 
up with Walmart and Ama¬ 
zon, which bought grocer 
Whole Foods last year. 
Tuesday's announcement 
puts Kroger ahead of 
Walmart and Amazon in 
self-driving deliveries, says 
Jon Reily, vice president 
of commerce strategy at 
Public is Sapient. 

"But ultimately," he says, 
'there are so many chal¬ 
lenges with autonomous 
vehicles" to make it a real¬ 
ity nationwide. 

Among them: state laws 
and weather. Arizona's 
laws have been friend¬ 
lier to self-driving vehicles, 
and the weather in Scott¬ 
sdale is more predictable 
than in other parts of the 
c o untry.□

changed what sorts of 
data it lets outside devel- 


opeisaccess. 

'We're seeking to hold

US stocks rise before Federal Reserve meeting; oil rebounds

NEW YORK (AP) — U S. 

stocks are climbing 
Wednesday morning as 
a modest recovery in oil 
prices pulls energy compa¬ 
nies slightly higherfollowing 
huge lossesa day earlier. 
Marketswere relatively qui¬ 
et as the Federal Reserve 
wraps up its last meeting 
of the year. Investors ex¬ 
pect the Fed to raise inter¬ 
est rates again, and are 
looking for details about its 
plans for 2019 amid signs 
the global economy is 
slowing down. 

KEEPING SCORE: Ihe S&P 
500 index rose 16 points, or 
0.7 percent, to 2,562 as of 
10 a.m. Eastern time. The 
Dow Jones Industrial Aver¬ 
age added 131 points, or 
0.6 percent, to 23,806. The 
Nasdaq composite gained 
57 points, or 0.9 percent, 
to 6,841. "The Russell 2000 
index, made up of smaller- 
company stocks, picked 
up 8 points, or 0.6 percent, 
to 1,385. 

FED FOCUS: The Fed will like¬ 
ly raise its short-term interest 
rate another quarter-point, 
to a range of 2.25 percent 
to 2.5 percent. The central 
bank has forecast three 
more hikes in 2019, but with 
investors worried about 
slowing economic growth 
and the financial markets 
slumping, experts expect 
the Fed to predicta slower 
path of increases next year. 
For stock markets, battered 
recently by a series of con¬ 
cerns related to mounting 
trade tensions between the 


U.S. and China, that could 
be cause foroptimism. 

The Fed's rates help set 
lending rates around the 
U.S., and higher rates tend 
to slow down econom¬ 
ic growth because they 
make it more expensive for 
businesses and consumers 
to borrow money. The Fed's 
actions are part of a trend 
around the world, as other 
major central banks are 
either reducing their eco¬ 
nomic stimulus plans or rais¬ 
ing rates The global econ¬ 
omy is already forecast 
to slow down in 2019 and 
investors are getting ner¬ 
vous rising rates will make it 
worse.

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Ion Musk's new tunnel 'a little rough around the edges'

IDS ANGELES (AP) — Elon 
Musk unveiled his under¬ 
ground transportation tun¬ 
nel on Tuesday, allowing 
reportersand invited guests 
to take some of the first 
rides in the revolutionary 
a Ibeit bumpy subterra nea n 
tube — the tech entrepre¬ 
neur's answer to what he 
calls "soul-destroying traf¬ 
fic." 

Guests boarded Musk's Tes¬ 
la Model Xand rode along 
Los Angeles-area surface 
streets about a mile (1.6 
kilometers) away to what's 
known as O'Leary Station. 
The station, smack dab in 
the middle of a residential 
neighborhood — "basically 
in someone's backyard," 
Musk says — consists of a 
wall-less elevator that slow¬ 
ly tookthe cardowna wide 
shaft, roughly 30feet(9 me¬ 
ters) below the surface. 

The sky slowly fell away and 
the surprisingly narrow tun¬ 
nel emerged. 

"We're clear," said the driv¬ 
er, who sped up and zipped 
into the tunnel when a red 
track light turned green, 
making the tube look like 
something from space ora 
dance club. 

The car jostled significantly 
during the ride, which was 
bumpy enough to give 
one reporter motion sick¬ 
ness while another yelled, 
'Woo!" 

Musk described his first ride 
as "epic." 

"Forme itwasa eureka mo¬ 
ment," he told a room full 
of reporters. "I was like, This 
thing is going to damn well 
work.'" “ 

He said the ridesare bumpy 
now because "we kind of 
ran out of time" and there 
were some problems with 
the speed of his paving 
machine. 

"It'll be smooth as glass," he 
said of future systems. "This 
is just a prototype. That's 


whyit'sa little rough around 
the edges." 

Later in the day, Musk 
emerged from the tunnel 
himself inside one of his 
cars. He high-fived guests 
and pumped his fists in 
the air before delivering a 
speech in the green glow 
of the tunnel about the 
technology and why it 
makes sense. 

The demo rides were con¬ 
siderably slower — 40 mph 
(64 kph) — than what Musk 
says the future system will 
run at: 150 mph (241 kph). 
Still, it took only three min¬ 
utes to go just over a mile 
from the beginning to the 
end of the tunnel, the sa me 
amount of time it took to 
accomplish a right-hand 
turn out of the parking lot 
and onto a surface street 
even before the height of 
Los Angeles' notorious rush- 
hourtraffic. 

The tunnel is just a test 
to prove the technology 
works and could one day 
cure traffic. 

Tuesday's reveal comes al¬ 


most two years to the day 
since Musk announced on 
Twitter that'traffic is d riving 
me nuts" and he was "go¬ 
ing to build a tunnel boring 
machine and just start dig¬ 
ging." 

"I am actually going to do 
this," he added in response 
to initial skepticism. Soon 
after, he began The Bor¬ 
ing Company, tongue in 
cheek intentional. 

Since then, Musk has only 
revealed a handful of pho¬ 
tos and videos of the tun¬ 
nel's progress. 

On Tuesday, he explained 
for the first time in detail just 
how the system, which he 
simply calls "loop," could 
work on a larger scale be¬ 
neath cities across the 
globe. Autonomous, elec¬ 
tric vehicles could be low¬ 
ered into the system on 
wall-less elevators the size 
oftwo carsorspiral ramps 
The elevators could be 
placed almost anywhere 
carscan go. 

A number of autonomous 
cars would remain inside 
the tunnel system just for 
pedestrians and bicyclists 
Once on the main arter¬ 
ies of the system, every car 
could run at top speed ex¬ 
cept when entering and 
exiting. 

"It's much more like an un¬ 
derground highway than it 
is a subway," Musk said. 
Cars would have to be fit¬ 
ted with specially designed 


side wheels that pop out 
perpendicular to the car's 
regular tires and run along 
the tunnel's track. They 
would run about $200 or 
$300 a car, Musk said. 

The cars would have to 
be autonomous to work 
in the system but not Tes¬ 
las specifically, and they 
would have to be electric 
because of the fumes from 
gas, Musk said. 

He said tunnels a re the saf¬ 
est place to be in earth¬ 
quakes — sort of how a 
submarine during a hur¬ 
ricane is safest beneath 
the surface — and ad¬ 
dressed other concerns 
such as the noise and dis¬ 
ruption of building the tun¬ 
nels, which he completely 
dismissed. When workers 
bored through the end of 
the test tunnel, forinstance, 
the people in the home 20 
feet (6 meters) away "didn't 
even stop watching TV." 
Musk said ittookabout $10 
million to build the test tun¬ 
nel, a farcryfrom the $1 bil¬ 
lion per mile his company 
says most tunnels take to 
build. 

Musk has cut costs by im¬ 
proving the speed of con¬ 
struction with smarter tools, 
eliminating middlemen, 
building more powerful 
boring machines, and in¬ 
stead of hauling out all 
the dirt being excavated, 
Musk is turning them into 
bricks and selling them for 


10 cents 

"I really thinkth is is incredibly 
profound," he said. "Hope¬ 
fully that is coming across." 
He reiterated the simplicity 
of all his ideas. 

"No Nobel Prize is needed 
here," he said. "It'svery sim¬ 
ple." 

And he's not doing it for 
the money, he said, add¬ 
ing that it's for the greater 
good. In his 16 years in Los 
Angeles, he said, traffic 
went from 'the seventh lev¬ 
el of hell to the eighth level 
of hell." 

'Traffic is soul-destroying. 
It's like acid on the soul," he 
said to party guests who 
snacked on marshmallow 
treats and hot dogs and 
hoped fora turn in the tun¬ 
nel. 

The tunnel will not be open 
to the public for the fore¬ 
seeable future, just for invit¬ 
ed VIPs, Musk said, adding 
that regulations wouldn't 
allow for it to open widely 
for demo rides just yet. 
Steve Davis, head of The 
Boring Company, said the 
interest in the tunnel sys¬ 
tems has been significant 
— a nywhere from five to 20 
calls a week from various 
municipalities and stake¬ 
holders 

One project Musk is plan¬ 
ning on, known asthe Dug- 
out Loop, would take Los 
Angeles baseball fans to 
Dodger Stadium from one 
of three subway stations 
Another would take travel¬ 
ers from downtown Chica¬ 
go to O'Hare International 
Airport. Both projects a re in 
the environmental review 
phase. Musk said he thinks 
the Chicago project has 
the most potential to open 
soonest and that he's hop¬ 
ing an extensive network 
opens in Los Angeles be¬ 
fore the city hosts the 2028 
Olympics. 'Wouldn't it be in¬ 
credible if you could travel 
around LA, New York, D.C., 
Chicago, Paris, London — 
anywhere — at 150 mph?" 
Musk said. "That'd be phe¬ 
nomenal."The Boring Com¬ 
pany canceled its plans 
for another test tunnel on 
Los Angeles' west side last 
month after a neighbor¬ 
hood coalition filed a law¬ 
suit expressing concerns 
a bout increased traffic dur¬ 
ing constructionO

Cena doesn't believe in 
ego. How could he when 
he's used to tens of thou¬ 
sands of WWE fans chant¬ 
ing 'John Cena sucks" ev¬ 
ery time he walks out to the 
ring? 

It's a philosophy that's 
helped him survive both 
the demands of profes¬ 
sional wrestling, where he 
was never supposed to be 
a success, and now Hol¬ 
lywood, where he's made 
a miraculous comeback 
from some terrible films in 
the earlier2000s. In the past 
three years, Cena has be¬ 
come a reliable highlight 
of whatever project he's 
in, whether as a boyfriend 
who bares it all in 'Train- 
wreck," as an overprotec- 
tive father to a teenager 
in this year's "Blockers," or 
even as a military man with 
some great one-liners in a 
big budget Transformers 
movie like "Bumblebee," 
which hits the a tens Friday. 
"I'm not afraid to fall on my 
face, I'm not afraid to look 
ridiculous," Cena said on a 
recent afternoon in Los An¬ 
geles. "My ego lies with the 
moviegoer...I want to en¬ 
tertain fo Iks. I wa nt to ma ke 
people happy." 

And Cena is finally achiev¬ 
ing thatgoal in filmsaftera 
rocky start. Up until a few 
years ago, Cena's Rotten 
To ma toes sc o res fo r fo rg et- 
table and generic ally-titled 
action pics like "12 Rounds," 
"The Marine" and "Legend¬ 
ary" barely broke 30 per¬ 
cent. But ever the athlete, 
he didn't crumble under 


the weight of negative re¬ 
views, he learned from it. 
"My heart wasn't in them. I 
wanted to be somewhere 
else. I did those movies 
because it was good for 
a business model," Cena 
said. "What I learned from 
that is do what you love." 
And he got hischance with 
the 2015 Amy Schumer re¬ 
lationship comedy 'Train- 
wreck," which, following a 
divorce, he found he 'total¬ 
ly related to."That breakout 
role asthe sort-of boyfriend 
of Sc burner's character put 
him on the map as not only 
novelty casting, but a veri¬ 
table talentaswell, leading 
to roles in "Sisters," "Daddy's 
Home 2" and "Blockers." 


And now there's "Bumble¬ 
bee,^"his biggest and, at97 
percent on Rotten Toma¬ 
toes, highest-rated movie 
yet. 

Cena wasn't looking for a 
franchise, or an action film 
to do when the script for 
"Bumblebee" came across 
his desk. He didn't even 
care much about Trans¬ 
formers. But then he read 
it and found a sweet story 
about a misfit teenage girl 
(played by Hailee Stein- 
feld) and a robot that was 
more E.T. than Michael Bay, 
and decided it was some¬ 
thing he wanted to do. 

"I was like 'I'll be Bumble¬ 
bee's spare tire, I don't 
even care,"' Cena said. "I

wanted to do something in 
the movie." 

He and director Travis 
Knight settled on Agent 
Bums, who might have the 
dressings of a cartoon vil¬ 
lain, but also has some sur¬ 
prises, and humor up his 
sleeve. Steinfeld marveled 
at how prepared Cena 
was every day and his "in¬ 
fectious energy." 

In all of his films, Cena con¬ 
siders himself at the service 
of the story and the direc¬ 
tor. 

"I became successful in 
WWE by always learning 
and evolving. I believe that 
the people around me are 
smarter than me," he said. 
"Same thing in movies. I 


never watch playback. I 
nevergive feedback. Itake 
feedback." 

It'ssomething ofa director's 
dream to have someone 
so open to constructive 
critic ism. 

"I love him. He is so coach- 
able. He would do anything 
I asked him. And I'm saying 
anything," said "Blockers" 
director Kay Cannon. "If 
there was a time where he 
felt like he didn't give what 
I wanted, he would text or 
call orcheck-in and apolo¬ 
gize, like, 'I'm so sorry, I'll do 
better next time.' He's very 
much an athlete." 

His biggest learning curve 
in films thus far has been 
adapting to performing 
without an immediate au¬ 
dience of thousands in 
front of him. 

"I just started telling direc¬ 
tors, 'Hey don't be afraid 
to tell me to turn it down. 
You're going to have to do 
that because of the world 
I come from,'" he said. 'Tell 
me I suek a nd tell me what 
you need." 

It's not uncommon, he said, 
fora directorto come from 
behind the monitor and 
say, 'You're at a 10, I need 
you to be at a 1." 

"I'm humble and vulnerable 
enough to say I'm still learn¬ 
ing,"Cena said. 

One person he's learned 
a lot from is Jackie Chan, 
who he is co-starring with 
in a 2019 action film from 
Scott Waugh. 

"I firmly believe he's a ro¬ 
bot because he does not 
know the word stop," Cena 
said .□

"Every black person bom in 
America wasbom on Beale 
Street...whether in Jack- 
son, Mississippi, or in Har¬ 
lem, New York," reads the 
title card that beg ins direc¬ 
tor Barry Jenkins' "If Beale 
Street Could Talk." 

"The quote is from a 1974 
James Baldwin novel, 
which Jenkins has adapt¬ 
ed himself for his first film 
since 2016's "Moonlight." 
The story is, loosely, about 
a pregnant woman, "Fish 
(KiKi Layne, a phenomenal 
breakout) and her partner 
Fonny (Stephan James), 
who has been wrongly 
jailed fora crime he didn't 
commit, fish and Fonny are 
both achingly young and 
beautiful, full of promise 
and hope even a mid a II the 
institutional obstacles and 
injustices that they face in 
daily life in 1970s Harlem, 
like not being able to rent 
their own apartment, or 
buy groceries at the local 
mart without being reas¬ 
sessed by a police officer. 
Their future, however, is 
dashed when Fonny is 
jailed because a woman 
across town has wrongly 


identified him as her rapist. 
"Fish has to tell Fonny she's 
pregnant through a glass 
window. Somehow, at least 
at first, the circumstances 
aren't enough to break 
their spirits, although there 
is the sense that both are 
just putting on a brave face 
for the other. 

Back at home, fish's fam¬ 
ily celebrates their daugh¬ 


ter. Mom, Sharon (Regina 
King in a powerful perfor¬ 
mance), sister, Ernestine 
(Teyonah Parris) and dad, 
Joseph (Colman Domin¬ 
go), open up the sherry, 
put on a record and call 


Fonny's family over to con¬ 
tinue spreading the news. 
There are three wholly un¬ 
forgettable scenes in "If 
Beale Street Could Talk," 
and the electric showdown 
between Fonny's religious 


and snobbish mother(Aun- 
janue Ellis) and fish's family 
is one of them. Another is 
a stirringly haunting mono¬ 
logue from Brian Tyree 
Henry, which unfortunately 
is really his only significant 
scene in the film, and the 
third is Sharon's heartbreak¬ 
ing talk with Fonny's ac¬ 
cuser. All are well-worth the 
price of admission 
Not everything works to¬ 
tally, in between these 
bambumersthere isa lot of 
sleepy down time (still gor¬ 
geously shot and scored) 
and a few moments that 
just don't quite work the 
way they probably should, 
like Dave Franco as an em- 
pathetic Jewish landlord 
who just loves love. 

The film plays more like a 
free verse poem than a tra¬ 
ditional narrative, jumping 
back and forth between 
moments chronicling the 
origins of fish and Fonny's 
relationship, and "Fish's 
struggle to prove Fonny's in¬ 
nocence in the present.Q

By the end of the red car¬ 
pet for "Bird Box," it already 
had the support of some of 
Bullock's co-stars. 

"I don't think we need a 
host anymore, man. I really 
believe it should be a show 
that we justdo,"UI Rel How- 
ery said.

NEW YORK (AP) — Pusha 
T has been on a winning 
streak. 

In a year where rap easily 
dominated as music's top 
genre, Pusha Ts 21-min¬ 
ute, seven-track "Daytona" 
album moved the needle 
and became one of the 
most successful hip-hop 
projects of the year, he 
won his rap beef with Drake 
and he earned a Grammy 
nomination for best rap al¬ 
bum. 

As the rap star reflects on 
the year, he says: "I really 
can lookbackat 2018and 
really look at it as a total 
win." 

"I didn't start 'Daytona' to 
let anybody down and I 
feel like we definitely ac¬ 
complished the mission," 
he added. "'Daytona' is rap 
album of the year. No one 
rapped better than me in 
2018.'" 

Pusha T, 41, has been mak¬ 
ing bold statements like 
those since he emerged 
on the music scene as 
one-half of the duo Clipse 
two decades ago, earn¬ 
ing praise for his raw lyrical 
content and delivery. 

He reached new heights 
this year when he ex¬ 
posed Drake on "The Story 
of Adidon" (Drake never 
responded to the burning 
disstrack)."The Kanye West- 
produced "Daytona" soon 
followed, debuting at No. 
3 on the pop charts and 
landing on several critics' 
year-end lists 

The album earned a Gram¬ 
my nomination for best rap 
album in a highly competi¬ 
tive year, pitting Pusha T 
a g a inst C a rd i B, Tra vis Sc ott, 
Nipsey Hussle and the late 
Mac Miller, and gamering 
a nod overacts like Drake, 
Lil Wayne, Eminem, J. Cole, 
Nas, Migos, DJ Khaled, 
Nicki Minaj and even West. 
Pusha Tsaid when the Re¬ 
cording Academy added 
a nomination review com¬ 
mittee to the rap category 
last year to serve as an 
additional layer of checks 
and balances, he felt like 
he had a stronger chance 
of getting a nomination. 
"Maybe not never in my life 
had I ever thought about 
getting a Grammy, but I 


remember hearing about 
it and saying, 'Damn, man, 
that's pretty dope. I can't 
wait to see how that turns 
out,"' he said. "I was really 
impressed with the effort 
of the Grammy committee 
and how they were trying 
to change the way of do¬ 
ing things Now when I look 
at the nominees, man, we 
got a tough category, and 
all of those albums are al¬ 
bums that I rock with." 

In an interview with Ihe As¬ 
sociated Press, Pusha Tdis- 
cusses his Grammy nomi¬ 
nation, Drake's omission 
from the best rap category, 
West's recent tweets and 
more. 

AP: What does it feel like to 
see "Daytona" up for best 
rap album? 

Pusha T: Man, for me the 
Grammy nomination is 
just the icing on the cake. 
...I remember, like, being 
young, super-young and 
looking at the Grammys, 

I used to never see my fa¬ 
vorite rappersup there... As 
I got older, and my favorite 
rappers were being nomi¬ 


nated, they went through 
a whole boycott period. I 
remember rappers boycot¬ 
ting the Grammys Then, 
ultimately, time moves on 
and I gotto see some great 
ones — J ay-Z Kanye West 
— receive a Grammy. To 
be nominated for what it 
is that I do, and what I've 
done — I've been very con¬ 
sistent for what I've done in 
the rap game — it's amaz¬ 
ing. I don't know if there's 
everbeen any rapperwho 
has embodied the streets 
so much and with this level 
of content and this level of 
pure artistry (that's been 
nominated fora Grammy). 

I don't know. This is really 
just the streets talking right 
here. 

AP: Was it surprising to get 
a nomination because the 
album isshorterthan most? 
Pusha T: Sometimes you 
have to change the silhou¬ 
ette. I feel like that's what 
we did, we changed the 
silhouette. And I guess sev¬ 
en tracks isn't... time-wise, it 
does say it's eligible. I don't 
think anybody left feeling 


unfulfilled. As I look at all 
these top 100 lists, top 50 
lists, like, "Damn, 'Daytona' 
is a Iwa ys in the to p 3, to p 5, 
1, here and there." I feel like 
everybody wasfulfilled. 

AP: What were some of 
your other favorite rap al¬ 
bums that were not nomi¬ 
nated? 

Pusha T: I actually liked J ay 
Rock's album a lot. I prob¬ 
ably was on record with 
that one, too. He's prob¬ 
ably one of the ones that I 
felt like really put together 
a really strong project, rap- 
wise. 

AP: Were you surprised that 
none of the other Kanye 
West-produced projects 
were nominated? 

Pusha T: I felt like Kanye 
getting a producer of the 
year Grammy nomination 
is due in part to his output 
and how he had to turn 
into a chameleon to do all 
these albums. I definitely 
felt like Teya na (Taylor)'s a I- 
bum was super-strong and 
could have definitely de¬ 
served a Grammy. 

In being fair, I do feel like 


my album was the most di- 
aled-in, and just laser-direct 
fora category. I feel like my 
album really hit the rap cat¬ 
egory directly. If you look 
at the (Kid) Cudi project, 
Cudi and 'Ye project "Kids 
See Ghost,"orthe 'Ye (solo) 
project, I don't know exact¬ 
ly. I think those two projects 
could have danced in a 
fe w d iffe re nt c a teg o ries. 
AP: Were you surprised to 
not see Drake's album in 
best rap album? 

Pusha T: No. I wasn't sur¬ 
prised. I think everybody 
needs to stay in their re¬ 
spective category. I don't 
think me a nd him a re in the 
same category. 

AP: When you released 
'The Story of Adidon," were 
you afraid that it would 
overshadow the "Daytona" 
album? 

Pusha T:"lhatwasa concern 
during that whole time. That 
wasa concern. I alwaysfelt 
that I had rap album of the 
year. I always knew it. "That 
was a bit of distraction in 
regards to me being able 
to campaign that from 
the day that I put out the 
album up until something 
like the Grammys. That was 
a bit of a distraction. We 
were sort of strategic about 
that. Very strategic on how 
we discussed it and what 
we talked about, because 
that wasn't part of the al¬ 
bum. That wasextra credit. 
AP: Have you been work¬ 
ing on new music? 

Pusha T: Yeah, for sure. 

AP: How's that going? 

Pusha T: We'll see in 2019. 
AP: Are you working with 
Kanye again? 

Pusha T: For sure. 

AP: Have you talked to him 
since he sent those tweets 
last week, reigniting his 
feud with Drake?
